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Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-
tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled,
SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE.

This Act may be cited as the “Farmers Undertake
Environmental Land Stewardship Act” or the “FUELS
Act”.

SEC. 2. APPLICABILITY OF SPILL PREVENTION, CONTROL,

SEC. 3. DEFINITIONS.

In this Act, the following terms apply:

(1) ADMINISTRATOR.—The term ‘“‘Adminis-
trator” means the Administrator of the Environ-
mental Protection Agency.

(2) FARM.—The term ‘“farm’ has the meaning
